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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
. States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,2,7-1 1,14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
6775930 (Fuerst). 

Fuerst teaches an article of footwear as claimed including a sole having a midsole 
including a resilient portion (40) and a midsole plate (30). The midsole plate having tines 
defining a fork geometry (see figure 3). Regarding claims 7-8, the thickness of the plate (30) is 
thicker in the midfoot portion and gradually tapers to the front of the plate, see figure 8. 

3. Claims 18,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 6393732 
(Kita). 

Kita teaches an article of footwear as claimed including a sole having a midsole (3b) and 
a midsole plate (4) having a plurality of perforations (40) so that air is communicated through the 
from the outsole to the midsole. 

The plate is made out of plastic material, see col. 4, lines 44-5 1 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3-6,12,13 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fuerst '930 in view of Kita '732. 

Fuerst teaches an article of footwear as claimed except for the midsole and outsole having 
a plurality of apertures or perforations to allow air to communicate with the wearer's foot. Kita 
teaches an article of footwear comprising apertures/perforations throughout the sole (i.e. midsole, 
plate/sheet/ and outsole) to provide proper ventilation. It would have been obvious to provide 
the footwear of Fuerst with aperture/perforations throughout the sole, as taught by Kita, to 
provide proper ventilation. 

Regarding claim 6, the examiner takes official notice that it is old in the art to provide 
indicum on shoe components. Therefore, it would have been obvious to provide the footwear as 
taught above with the midsole plate having indicum on the a visible bottom surface so as to 
promote advertisement.
